COUNTRY SHOCKED 
It would be a crime againat the 
public if the dragging of innocent 
people into this affair should di- 
vert attention from the guilty or 
revent the discovery of those who 
ve betrayed the public interest. 
The whole country

a former Cabinet officer of this ad- 
ministration is already gravely in- 


volved has raised a strong sus- 
picion in the public mind that 
others may be gullty. The faith 


of the people in their own govern- 
ment ig shaken and damaging et- 
fects upon public morale are 80 
grave that the security of demo- 
cratic institutions is seriously im- 
periled. The first duty, the im- 
perative duty of the hour, is mer- 
cllessly to uncover and to bring 
to public view and scorn and pun- 
ishment anyone who has bet 
the public trust or who has been 
guilty of wrongdoing in this hu- 
millating and dangerous affair. 
This question transcends po- 
litical parties and partisan consid- 
erations. Clean and  incorrupt- 
ible government is vital not alone 
to Republicans and Democrats, 
but to every citizen. For my part 
am eager to see partisanship 
stillied in the face of so grave a 
danger to our common country. 
It would be an inspiration to see 
men and women in private life 
and partisans of all parties in pub- 
lic life united as they were in the 
great war in a common effort to 
destroy corruption and to bring 
the government back to honesty. 


REASONS FOR WORK 


I should like to supplement my 
letter of February 7 with some of 
the reasons that prevailed upon 
me to represent Mr. Doheny’s 
companies professionally in his 
Mexican difficulties. 

Article 27 of the Mexican con- 
stitution of May 1, 1917. was an 
attempt to assert ownership by 
the Mexican government in the 
mineral deposits of the subsur- 
face of lands in Mexico.

SAW NEED FOR OIL 
During the year 1918 1 was 
the United States.

The following year, 1916, I at- 
tended the first seasion of the in- 
ternational high commission ot 
all the South and Central Ameri- 
can republics at Buenos Aires in 
Argentina.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—In cyn- 
nical comment on the proceedings, 
an experienced legislator observing 
the Senate adopting its resolution 
today calling upon the President to 
oust Secretary Denby from the 
Navy Department and the Cabinet, 
offered this suggestion: That at 
the next Cabinet meeting, the Cab- 
inet call upon the Senate to dis- 
miss from membership in that 
body one or more Senators, on the 
ground that they were lazy, ineffi- 
cient and not sufficiently regard- 
ful of the great responsibilities in- 
trusted to them. 

But this whimsical cynic added 
that perhaps this would not be 
Practical because altogether too 
many Senators would be put out if 
the rule were applied with abso- 
lute impartiality. 


WITHUOT AUTHORITY 

This comment arises from the 
conviction that the Senate has 
no more, business to tell the Presi- 
dent by resolution to*dismissa a 
member of the Cabinet than the 
President has to call the Senate to 
dismiss some of its own members. 
In substance this is the argument 
advanced by Senator Borah, Re- 
publican; Senator Bruce, Demo- 
erat, and several other constitu- 
tionalists in the course of the de- 
bate. They have argued that if a 
Cabinet officer is guilty of an of- 
tense that disqualifies him for pub- 
lic office the obvious and proper 
procedure is impeachment. But 
Senator Walsh of Montana, himaelf 
a constitutional lawyer of distinc- 
tion, has declared that it would 
be impossible to impeach Secretary 
Denby on the record, and that this 
process of advising the President 
to get rid of the Secretary of the

WALSH'S CONTENTION 
The Walsh contention is that 
Secretary Denby does not know 
enough about the business of his 
department and is not sufficiently 
regradful of his responsibilities to 
hold the position.

I merely give you this incident 
to illustrate his thought fulness for 
those around him. 


CONCLUSIONS SURPRISE 


The more I see of the President 
the more surprised I am at the 
way he reaches conclusions and the 
method he adopts in putting them 
into effect. I realize | know only 
one side of him. The big political 
side, the Presidential side, I hardly 
ever tee, only getting glimpses of 
it occasionally. It is the general 
impression that everybody around 
him knows his business and has 
his say so.

Yet in matters of minor 
importance there is no one I have 
ever met who is freer in conversa- 
tion than he, 


CONSIDERATE OF ALL 


After all, it is the unimportant

Move Approved 
for Completion 
of New Viaduct 


In order to assure the early com- 
pletion of the new Ninth-street 
viaduct, which is to cost $600,090, 
the City Council yesterday after- 
noon, upon motion of Councilman 
Sanborn, approved of a contract 
between the city and county un- 
der which each governmental unit 
agrees to pay one-fourth of the 
cost of the new bridge. The San- 
ta Fe Railway Company and the 
Union Pacific Railroad (San Lake 
division,) have also each agreed to 
pay one-fourth of the cost of the 
Ninth-street bridge, and the four- 
party agreement will be present- 
ed at once to the California Rail- 
road Commission for approval 

As soon as the contract is ap- 
proved by the commission work 
can start on the Ninth-street 
viaduct, which ts the first of six 
new viaducts to be built over 
the Los Angeles River and in- 
dustrial railroad tracks. The engi- 
neering plans and specifications for 
the Ninth-street viaduct have been 
completed by City Engineer Grif- 
fin. The second of the six viaducts 
to be bullt will one at Macy street. 


The others will be at Aliso, First, 
Fourth and Seventh streets.

CANADIANS ALSO 
HAVE TAX FIGHT 


Painless Extraction Said Not 
to be Success 
— 


Sir Ceorge Bury Tells of 
Revenue Burden 


Visitor Says Climate Here 
Best in World 


The Canadians are finding their 
tax burdens as irksome, as are 
their cousins in the United States, 
and are equally insistent on their 
reduction, says Sir George Bury of 
Montreal and Vancouver, former 
vice-president and general man- 
ager of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road. 

Sir George, who is accompanied 
by his wife, arrived in Los Angeles 
yesterday for a vacation, “in a 
warm climate,” as he expressed it. 
They are guests at the Biltmore. 
“I haven't any important job 
any more and nothing I can say 
would be of particular interest,” 
objected the Canadian when an in- 
terview was suggested. But he did 
comment on the taxation situation 
in Canada, stating that the pain- 
less sales tax which was instituted 
in that country not so long ago 
has proved less painleas than was 
anticipated. 


TAX NOT PAINLESS 


“Clever men have at times suc- 
ceeded in devising tax methods un- 
der which the citizens yielded the 
government a revenue without 
knowing it,“ he observed. “But 
the sales tax doesn’t 
way. When a fellow goes to a 
picture show and pays a certain 
admission fee and an additional 
fee for taxes he knows he is de- 
ing taxed. And the sales tax, 
which affects nearly everything 
one buys in Canada, is operated 
on much that principle. The con- 
sumer knows all about it and the 
knowledge is not deyoid of twinges 
of pain. 

“The Canadians feel that they 
gave freely during the war, but 
now it has occurred to them that 
there ought to be an end to the 
giving. Hence boards of trade and 
other organizations, as well as cit- 
izens generally, are agitating along 
nonpolitical lines for a chan 
their primary object being to 
bring about a reduction in munici- 
pal, provincial and Federal gov- 
ernmental expenditures. They hope 
by pressure of public opinion to 
achieve in Cana what it was 
necessary for Mussolini to do in 
Italy by assuming a dictatorship.” 
Sir George reports that condi- 
tlons generally in Canada are good 
and that the country is back on a 
normal basis after passing through 
the reconstruction period following 
the war. 

“Our wheat farmers last year 
raised a tremendous crop and 
Canada is now the greatest wheat 
exporting country in the world. 
There were forty-four ocean-going 
vessels in the harbor at Vancou- 
ver when I started south, many of 
them carrying wheat cargoes, and 
it is estimated that some 60,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat will be 
shipped from that port during the 
present year. 

“Of course, our farmers have 
been affected by low prices the 
same as your wheat growers in the 
United States, but they have suf- 
fered less because the Canadian 
wheat fields produce greater yields 
than those of the otas and 
other wheat sections here. I am 
tald that the average Dakota yield 
is only nine bushels an acre, 
whereas the Canadian average this 
year was about twenty bushels.” 


CLIMATE Is BEST 


Sir George took occasion to ex- 
press his delight with California's 
winter climate. “I have visited 
every winter resort on the globe,” 
he said, “Florida, the Riviera and 
others, but I find that sur- 
passes them all.“ 

He was surprised when informed 
that Southern California, due to 
the efforts of the All-Year Club, is 
gaining in popularity as a summer 
resort also, and that before long 
there will be no cessation in the 
tourist traffic from January to 
January. “But I thought it was 
terribly hot here in the summer- 
time because it's so far south,” he 
said
